Since January 1951, doctors are being inducted into the army, After their training, 

they become part of the army. Only doctors who served in the USSR in the Kosciuszko army 

or in the people's army during the war retein their officers! ranks, Doctors, who served 

in the allied armies or in the AK (Armia Krajowa, Home Army) lose their ranks, and are sent 

_to Lodz for training in the KDO (Korpus Doszkolania Oficerow, Officers Training Corp). The 

3-month training is carried out with rigorous discipline, with the greatest emphasis placed 

on political training. Doctors, completing the KDO, receive the rank of second lieutenant, 

Only those who obtain an excellent political rating have a chance for advancement, and of 

being sent to military hospitals in larger cities, @mk Others are sent to army units in 

remote provinces. The induction of doctors into the army, limitation of vehicular traffic, 43

blood collection, all are signs of preparation for war, Pharmacists, like doctors, are 

also inducted and trained,
